cemitery and cite Brooklyn 
if it is not kept up. 

The council also approved 
an ordinance banning 
parking on the north side of 
‘Third Street near the 
softball diamond. Instead, 
people using the diamond 
will have to park in the lot 
adjacent to the field. 
Residents had complained 
about noise and debris left 
by ballplayers.

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Dakin Williams takes story 
about brother’s death to TV 


Death not accidental, Collinsville man says

A famous playwright is 
found dead in a New York 
hotel room. 

Months before the 
award-winning author’s 
death, he indicates that he 
may return his younger 
brother to his will, a sibling 
he had previously 
disinherited- 

The brother, whose own 
life has been threatened, 
begins a quest to bring to 
justice those who he believes 
are responsible for the 
writer’s death 

Sounds like the plot for a 
made for television 
whodunit? 

In a way, it is, except the 
characters are very real 

Dakin Williams, the 
younger brother of renowned 
Playwright ‘Tennessee 
Williams, is taking his 
theories on his acclaimed 
sibling’s death to cable 
television.

Entertainment Television’s 
series ‘‘Mysteries and 
Scandals’’ at Williams’

Williams said the Feb. 25, 
1983, death of Tennessee was 
anything but accidental. 
Original reports were that 
the elder Williams had 
choked to death on the cap 
to a bottle of eyedrops. 

“T knew something was 
wrong because adults don’t 
get caps from a Visine bottle 
stuck in their throats,’’ 
Dakin Williams, now 80, 
said. He said it was even 
more suspicious that the 
bottle itself was-not-among 
items recovered from the 
New York hotel room where 
his brother died. 

Instead, Williams contends 
that his brother was 
smothered with a pillow at 
the request of a woman 
Tennessee had befriended 
and made executrix of his 
substantial estate, including 
his literary works, during 
the late 1970s. 

Williams said Tennesseé 
made that decision in anger. 

“He had just gotten out of 


the hospital, where I’d put 

him, for (drug and alcohol) 

rehabilitation,” Williams 

said. ‘He couldn’t wait to 

get me out and the lady into 
is will.”* 

Williams said he knew for 
sure that his brother was 
murdered when the book 
Tennessee, Cry of the Heart, 
was published in 1985 by 
Doston Rader i 

In the years since his 
brother’s death, Williams — 
a retired attorney, a 
published author and a 

erformer — said his life 

as been 
threatened.*‘They’ve always 
tried to get _me into 
something involving water,” 
Williams said. 

He claims he avoided a 
lure to a phony book-signing 
that would have put him 
alone of a deserted stretch 
of coastal roadway. “I just 
didn’t fall for it,’’ Williams 
said, 

Williams and the late 
Shepherd Mead collaborated 
on a biography of his 
brother in 1983. Williams 
will speak with publishers 
this week about re-releasing 
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Dakin Williams 


the now out-of-print book 
with an added chapter 

“Tt will be called ‘The 
Murder of Tennessee,”’ 
Williams said. 

Williams said he hopes to 
publish before a sequel to 
the 1995 Tom: The Unknown 
Tennessee Williams, by Lyle 
Leveritch, is out 

“*(Leveritch) is working on 
a second volume that wi 
say my brother died im an 
accident,’’ Williams said. ‘‘I 
know that’s not true.’’ 

Williams Said the 
motivation for the alleged 
murder is money. The 
woman. who had initially 
controlled Tennessee’s 
fortune died in 1994. The 
University of*the South now 
has the bulk of the $11 
million estate, not including 
rights to plays and royalties 
that collect at least $1 
million each year 

Even so, he insists that his 
quest is not about money nor 
does he intend to abandon it 
anyti

time,” he said

million in revenue for the 
fiscal year which began May 1.

Mayor John Hamm said he 
expects to trim about $400,000 
from the annual appropriations 
ordinance, which is expected 
to be considered at the July 13 
meeting. 

A public hearing on the 
ordinance will be held before 
that meeting at 6 p.m. at 
Madison City Hall 

An appropriations ordinance 
sets the legal amount the city 
can spend. It is a standard 
practice for the total 
appropriations to be greater 
than the actual budget in-case 
the city either obtains a large 
sum of money unexpectedly or 
must make unexpected 





expenditures. 


Last year, the council 
approved a $5.5 million 
appropriations ordin: 
than twice the city’s 
revenue 

Hamm said that is expected 
to decrease by about $400,000 
and added that he wants the 
appropriations ordinance to be 
an accurate reflection of the 
city’s expenditures 

In a related matter, an 
ordinance setting salaries was 
approved by the City Council. 

Most city officials and 
department heads received 
about a 3 pércent salary 
increase

Meehan’s application for the 
Post was sitting on his Alton 
desk Wednesday. 

“My reputation among law 
yers and litigants is one of 
fairness and impartiality, and 
I_ hope the circuit judges 
agree,’’ he said. 

Gray said he had_ lobbied 
each of the nine circuit judges 
and had been assured by five 
of them that they had voted 
for retention. Others would not 
confirm their vote but said 
they would keep an open mind 
during the next balloting 
phase, he said 

“Some of the judges said 
they ere surprised by the 
(retention) results,’” Gray said 

The vote is conducted in 
secret, as prescribed by law 
Associates need at least six 
votes to be retained but only 
five to be reinstated. 

Only three associate judges 
were not retaineg in Illinois 
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this year, state officials said. 
The third was a judge in Ogle 
County who had scored a 65 
Percent rating in a State Bar 
Association poll. By contrast, 
Duff scored 76 percent and 
Meehan 86 percent. 

Chief Criminal Judge 
Edward C. Ferguson noted 
that the associates, by law, 
serve “at the pleasure” of the 
circuit judges. He said the 
results of the votes are known 
only by the Administrative 
Office of the Illinois Courts in 
Springfield. The vote count is 
not made public, even to the 
other circuit judges, he said 

On Wednesday, Gray was 
accompanied by NAACP offi- 
cer Stephan Walker of Alton 
and at least five others, includ 


ing Alton ministers Stanley 
Henderson and Samuel White 
A petition signed by ministers 
of 10 Alton area black church- 
es recently was sent to the cir- 
cuit judges. 

Walker said removing any 
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judge without explanation 
hurts the judge’s reputation. 

“There is a stain or the sug- 
gestion of a stain ... but no 
mechanism to refute that,’’ he 
said. ‘‘That’s unsuitable.” 

Gray spoke, too, about the 
only other black candidate for 
one of the judgeships, Madison 
County Assistant State’s Attor- 
ney Duane Bailey. He said the 
NAACP supported Bailey in 
previous campaigns but chose 
not to this time because judges 
told him there was “no way 


they would vote in two black 
judges.” 

Duff, with her ex) lence, is 
more likely to win, he said. 

Gray also said the likely 
candidacies of two high-profile 
Granite City lawyers makes it 
even more certain the vote will 
be split’ They are Thomas 
Chapman and Clarence Harri 
son. Chapman is the son of Ili- 
nois 5th District Appellate 
Court Judge Charles Chap- 
man; Harrison is the son of 
Illinois Supreme Court Justice 
Moses Harrison. 





Watering Tips

he time has arrived 

once again for the 

age-old debate to 

surface. “When and 

how often should | 

water my lawn?” As 
in the past, we have the 
answers 


Here's a fact that may 
surprise many. Lawns don’t 
need to be watered every 
day, despite what a lot of 
people believe. About an 
inch or so_per week is all it 
takes, in the form of one 
good, thorough soaking, 
not several light waterings. 
Watering more than-that is 
wasteful 


Okay, that sounds easy. 
But how long does a 
sprinkler have to run to 
create an inch of water? 
Easy to find out. Set your 
sprinkler out in the yard 
and place a couple of 
coffee cans or other 
suitable containers on the 
lawn in the sprinkler’s 
path. Turn the sprinkler on 
and let it run for fifteen 
minutes. Measure the 
depth of water in the cans 
and it’s easy to figure the 
rest. 


Once you know how long 
to run the sprinkler, do it 
that often every week if 
there's no rain and you 
have the problem solved. 


Another question always 
arises, and that’s when to 
water. Drive through any 
neighborhood on a hot, 
sunny day and you'll prob- 
ably see dozens of 
sprinklers going full blast. 
Wasteful, very much so. 
We'll admit it gets very 
tempting to wet down that 
hot, dry lawn, but you're 
better off waiting 


The problem with mid- 
afternoon watering in the 
sun is that not enough 
water reaches-the roots, 
where it does the most 
good. The hot sun evapor- 
ates the water before it has 
a chance to soak down. All 
you'll be doing is wetting 
the surface, which doesn’t 
do all that much for the 
lawn. 


Evening watering is 
better, but still not the 
best. Watering in the 
evening will allow the 
water to penetrate down to 
the roots, and that's the 
good part. The bad is that 
the water won’t evaporate 
off the grass blades fast 
enough and that can invite 
fungus, which leads to lawn 
diseases. So what's left? 





Frank’s. 


Early morning; which just 

happens to be the best 
possible time. Let's break it 
down even more. Around 
three or four o'clock in the 
morning is as good as it 
gets 4 


At that hour, there's more 
water pressure, sincé most 
people are sleeping and 
aren't using any. Water will 
soak down to the grass's 
roots. And it won’t linger 
on the grass blades long 
enough to invite fungus. 








If you're fortunate 
enough to have a program- 
mable in-ground sprinkler 
system, it’s easy to setit to 
water during those early 
morning hours. For the 
rest, programmable water 
timers are perfect. Set up 
your hose and sprinkler as 
usual, then set the timer to 
turn the water on and off 
whenever you like. Trial 


and error Counts here. Test 
the sprinkler and make 


sure it won't be spraying 
water into your window, or 
worse, a neighbor's. Ensure 
it's sturdy and won't tip 
over, sending water who 
knows where. 


Sounds fine, but what if 
you don't have a timer and 
an in-ground system isn’t in 
the budget?

Clayton officials aren’t 
thrilled with the decision to 
extend MetroLink at street 
level through the city and into 
Shrewsbury, and will discuss 
this week what action, if any, 
to take. 

The East-West Gateway 
Coordinating Council, which is 
directin, wie extension project, 
on Wednesday announced the 
general route for taking the 
system from the DeBalivicre 
Avenue station in the Central 
West End west to Clayton and 
then south to Shrewsbury 

The coordinating council, 
which is made up of St. Louis 
area regional leaders, 
unanimously chose one of 
three staff-recommendations 
routes released last month. 

The cost to build the 
extension is estimated at $404 

million, and can be paid with 
revenue from Proposition M, a

Thursday was the day Senate 
Bill 1066. takes effect. The 
multi-faceted legislation passed 
May 15 as a key funding 
source for Gov. George Ryan’s 
“Tilinois FIRST" roads and 
infrastructure plan. It is 
expected to generate some $81 
million statewide through 
increased taxes-on alcoholic 
beverages. 

The biggest tax increase is 
attached-to“hard-liquor..The 
per-gallon tax on distilled 
spirits jumped from $2 to $4.50 
‘The tax on high-alcohol wines 
— those containing more than 
a 14 percent alcohol content 
but less than 20 percent — 
increased from 60 cents to 73 
cents per gallon. The tax on

The intensity of sweetness 
varies by the shipment, so she 
likes to know what she is buying. 

“I am a perfect snitcher of 
cherries when I go to the store 
and the produce man isn’t look- 
ing,” she confesses. 

She says anything made with 
chocolate tastes like chocolate, 
but a dish made with fruit should 
burst with that flavor “as th 
you’re standing in the middle of 
the orchard.”

She does not find any single 
“gizmo” effective in pitting cher- 
ries. She uses a paring knife to 
cut out pits at angles. To avoid 
cherry-red hands, she wears a 
pair of plastic gloves, like those* 
used by deli handlers, so they are 
thin enough for dexterity. Cher- 
ries always should be chilled. 

To avoid loss of flavor intensi- 
ty, cherries should be pitted or 
cooked only just before the flavor 
is to be set, rather than preparing 
them for later use, Luchetti sug- 
gests. 

She lets cherries stand up to 
other strong flavors. She recently 
served them with cardamom in 
ice cream.
